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genus Cis in Britain) having taken some specimens which he thought 
might be C. dentatns , borrowed the Mitford specimen to compare them 
with. 

He has come to the conclusion that the insect in question is not C. 
dentatns , but a rather striking aberration of C. alni. I agree with him 
in this, having recently examined all the specimens of Cis at the British 
Museum with him. The supposed Cis dentatns is pubescent (whereas 
C. alni is shining), the puncturation is very distinct, the larger punc¬ 
tures in the elytra being themselves punctured, and to my mind the 
anterior angles of the thorax are much sharper than in C. alni. Some 
of our coleopterists would not hesitate to describe this beetle as a new 
species, but it seems to me to be better to treat it as an aberration of C. 
alni, for which I propose the name of mitfordi , n. ab.

Records of some New British Plant-galls. II. Some more 
Cecidomyid Galls.

The following are records of captures made in May and June of this 
year, but five species, Bhabdophaga albipennis , R. rosariella , Pern si a 
kieffeijana , P. hygrophila and P. pustulous were brought forward as 
British early in 1916 by Mr. H. J. Burkill ( Entomologist , January, 1916, 
PP- 4-8). 

We have now observed midge-galls caused by just upon a hundred 
species of Cecidomyidae in the Northumberland and Durham area, and 
there is no doubt a number yet remain to be discovered.
